Son it: This he intimates to be a 
 groundleſs Notion, Pag. 11, 12, 


13, and ſays, the Bread is called the Body of 


Chriſt, merely becauſe it is to be eaten in, or (as 
he ſometimes expreſſes it) with a Remembrance 
of his Body, Pag. 19. So that, according to him, 
the Bread of the Euchariſt differs nothing from 
other Bread, except that it is to be eaten with 
a Remembrance of Chriſt; which every one at 
firſt Sight muſt ſee, neither does nor can make 
it differ at all, in Reality, from Bread eaten at 
our own Tables.

Once — whereas the Plain Accauit 
teaches, that a willful, Babitua! Sinner may

teaches us, that no wwiliful, babitual Sinner 
Han be a worthy Communicant: And that 
Tightly, for this very plain Reaſon, viz.
